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To  tbe  Editor  of  tbe  Kentucky  Gazette. 

Mr.  Printer, 
I  fcarcely  expected  to  have  feen  in 
Kentucky  a  public  advocate  for  Mr.  A- 
dan  s  in  preference  to  Mr.  jefferfon.  Sucli 
an  one  however  I  find  in  the  Palladium, 
of  July  the  17th.  Ht  profc-flls  indeed,  to 
ftand  aloof  from  both  the  republican  and 
ariftocratical  party  :  but  wbilll  his  exer- 
tions favor  fo  evidently  the  views  of  the 
latter,  the  republicans  wiil  not  confider 
him  as  a  lefs  dangeious  enemy,  becaufe  he 
has  chofen  an  indirect  mode  of  attack,  and 
prefers  the  ambufli  to  the  open  field.  He" 
wiflies  to  perfu^de  us  that  Mr.  Adams  is 
a.  morepropcr  urns  faiso  pn»fiJ»iw»by  Mr* 
J,  iferfon,  becaufe  he  is  a  believer  in  re- 
vealed religion.  But  finely  10  make  it 
the  main  enquiry  in  itlecling  a  public  of- 
ficer, what  religious  creed  he  profefles,  is 
acting  very  differeh'tly  from  the  manner 
in  which  a  prudent  man  weald  a<5t  in  the 
common  concerns  of  life.  If  i  want  to 
have  a  houfe  built,  or  an  eft.;te  managed, 
I  do  not  advertife  for  a  christian  carprnter, 
or  a  believing  overseer,  but  aim  at  ootam- 
if»f  a  man  expert  and  Ikilful  in  his  line 
of  bufinefs,  and  wlioic  character  has  been 
fuch  that  I  can  depend  upon  his  fulfilling 
hisengagements.  Every  one  wouldrcgard 
it  as  a  weak  &  foolifh  facrifice  of  my  in- 
tereft  to  my  prejudices,  if  i  employed  an 
indifferent  workman  becaufe  he  held  '.he 
right  faith,  or  put  my  eftate  under  the 
management  of  a  ftoihful  or  capricious  & 
tyrannical  ovcrfcer,  becaufe  he  had  from 
early  life,  profciied  himfelf  a  chriftian! 
Why  flnmld  we  adopt  different  mux!'  is. 
in  the  appointment  of  a  chief  magiltrate  I 
Muft  church  and  Hate  forever,be  united: 
Shall  we  in  fpite  of  our  averficn  to  reli- 
gious cftahlifhmcnis,  Hill  act  on  thofe  ve- 
ry principles,  from  which  all  fuch  eita- 
blithmeius  have  fprung  i  Certainly  in  the 
appointment  of  a  public  as  well  as  of  a 
private  agent  the  great  qucftion  ought  to 
be,  who  belt  understands  the  bufinefs  of 
the  agency,  and  whofe  paft  conduct  af- 
fords the  bell  fecurity  that  he  will  faith- 
fully difcharge  \tA  Thefe  nnrfhnr.s  ns  re- 
lating 10  a  fupreme  executive  include  a 
regard  to  political  principles,  which  are 
in  fact  nothing  more  than  a  man's  ideas  of 
the  beft  methods  of  managing  public  con- 
cerns: and  I  confefs  that  I  birveno  better 
opinion  ofentrufting  the  adminidration  of 
a'  republican,  reprefcntive  government 
to  the  advocate  and  panegynft  of  king, 
lords  and  commons,  than  1  fhould  of  em- 
ploying  an  architect  to  erect:  a  plain  coun- 
try houfe,  who  had  been  uniformly  in  the 
paetice  of  Undying  fliow  more  than  fub- 
hance,  and  of  facrificing  c  evenience  to 
fplendor.  Having  fatisfied  myfelf,  how- 
ever, upon  thefe  points, —  Having  tound 
the  man  who  to  accuracy  and  jm'tnefs  of 
political  principles,  who  to  an  ardent  at- 
tachment to  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the 
people,  who  to  reg'da  iy  of  life,  an.iable- 
nefs  and  relpectahility  of  character,  adds 
a  comprehenlive  knowledge  of  public  bu- 
finefs and  experience  in  the  practice  of  it ; 
I  look  no  furtiu  r  :  I  pretend  not  to  pene- 
trate into  the  receffei  of  his  heart,  nor  to 
analize  bis  religious  creed.  But  the  wri- 
ter in  the  Palladium,  Philan,  it  feems, 

•  will  not  be  fatisfied  with  this.  A  prefi- 
i  dent,  he  fays,  (bould  be  a  man  wl  o  lias 
pniade  a  teft  of  re  fig!        meaning  I  fup- 

pofe,  that  he  muftb.  a  believer  in  divine 
revelation.  Would  he  then,  reject  a  man 
who  has  every  qualification  neceffiiry  for 
the  high  ofice,  becaufe  he  is  not  a  believ- 
er ?  Or  w  mid  he  accept  a  n:an  who  is 
partially  or  queftionably  qualifiedjbdtaufe 
he  is  a  believer  ?  In  other  words,  are 
confiderations  of  immediate  and  etlential 
importance,  to  be  iacrificed  in  favor  of 
thofe  which  are  only  remote  and  indi- 
rect ?  1  afk  where  is  the  neceffity  for  this 
flagrant  violation  of  the  common  and  e- 
ftablifhed  principles  of  action  ?  I  fliall  be 
t>>ld,  perhaps,  that  a  man's  believing  him- 
f«  If  to  b<>  accountable  to  God,  in  ths  fcrip- 
ture  fenfe  of  the  word,  affords  a  greater 
fecurity  for  his  integrity.  How  true  fo- 
ever  this  may  be  ;  univerfal  obfervation 

•  "  and  experience  has  eftablifhed  ihe  princi- 

ple, that  the  be!t  of  all  fecuritics  which  a 
man  can  give  for  his  future  fidelity,  is  the 
uprightnefs  of  his  pad  conduct.  Where 
this  car.  be  appealed,  to,  I  want  no  better 
fecurity.  Where  this  is  wanting,  no  cx- 
cellencv  ofbelief  can  infpire  confidence. 
The  fact  is.  that  in  every  iituation  a  man 
js  governed  more  by  his  habits  than  by 
his"f|HT.ulative  principles,  and  it  is  0.1 
knowledge  of  thofe  habits,  that  all  rati- 
onal calculation  s  mult  hs  founded.  If  an 


ambitiousmanbe  elevated  to  a  poft  ofhigh 
dignity  and  power;  his  religious  theory 
will  not  long  Hand  in  the  way  of  his  ambi- 
tion. It  will  be  made  to  bend  and  ac- 
commodate itfelf  to  the  object  neareit  to 
his  heart  ;  and  lb  common,  indeed*  has 
been  the  practice  of  rendering  religion 
fubfervient  and  inftrumcntal  to  the  pro- 
jects of  men  gra  fpin.tr  atlawlefs  dominion, 
that  the  ambition  of  ebvrebmen,  has  even 
become  proverbial ,  and  it  is  by  the  union 
of  priefl-craft  .with  date-craft,  that  the 
yoke  of  tyranny  has  been  often  fo  fuccefs- 
•fully  placed  on  the  neck  of  man. 

The  fjighteft  acquaintance  with  the 
hiftory  of  modern  Europe,  is  fufficient  to 
afford  a  conviction  of  the  truth  of  ibefe 
observations.  l*y  whom  h*ve  ancient  in* 
flitutions  fccurir.g  at  lcafl  feme  political 
rights  in  fever.il  countries  of  that  quarter 
of  the  globe,  been  abolifned,  and  the,  li- 
berties of  the  people  utterly  fubver'ted, 
but  by  christian  kings  and  conquerors  ? 
Who  harraffed  the  valiant  people  of  the 
low  countries  wi:h  a  war  of  half  a  centu- 
ry in  order  to  reduce  then;  to  a  itate  of 
the  moft  cdicr.s  oppreflion,but  the  catho- 
lic chriftian  king" of  Spain  ?  Who  toox  up 
arms  againfl  the  peoples  reprefentatives, 
in  order  to  eftablilh  an  uulinntted  monar- 
chy hut  the  blviled  mr.mr  of  t he  Englifh 
church,  Charles  the  firlt,  of  picas  memo- 
ry '.  Who  erecled,  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  a  tyranny  as  deteftable  as  that 
which  he  had  demolished,  but  the  Prel'by- 
terian  Cromwell?  And  who,  by  an  eight 
year's  ftrnggfe  fought  to  trample  0:1  the 
necks  of  ihe  American  people,  but  the 
preltnt,  reigning,  defender  of.  tbt  faith} 
1  meat. on  not  thefe  lacti  to  ctifcreait  re- 
ligion : — I  believe  that  r^l  gi  n  f.-.d  no- 
thing to  do  with  them  : — but  as  the  ac- 
tors in  them  were profisstrs  of  religion  ; 
fuch  facls  are  dancing  monuments  of  the 
folly  of  [uppofing  that  the  profession  of  re- 
ligion, will  fecure  an  office/  created  by 
the  laws  frotta  becomii.g  an  ui'uiper  and  a 
tyrant  in  defiance  of  law.  > 

Tht  hiltory  oi  Greece  ar.d  Rome  prc- 
vioufiv  to  the  introduction  of  chriltianity 
affords  at  tbe  lame  time,  evidence  in 
bundanrf,  thnt  a  belief  in  revealed  religi- 
on is  not  neceffary  in  order  to  render 
great  men,  good  patriots  for  ,  if  the  chris- 
tian world  h.:s  had  her  Alfred  and  her 
Wafhington  ;  the  heath*!)  world  could 
boad  her  A riilides,  her  Heguius  and  her 
Cato.  No  doubt,  a  natural  love  of  jultice, 
long  habits  of  refiitude,  and  a  regard  to 
honorable  fame  and  fubltantial  glory, 
haveformcd  fuch  characlersand prcferved 
them  in  the  paths  of  integrity.  It  is  the 
pofMion  of  thefe  qualifications,  that 
ought  chiefly  to  be  looked  for  :  and  if  we 
fuffer  ourfclves  to  go  further,  and  to  en- 
ter into  an  examination  of  the  fpeculative 
principles  of  a  candidate  for  public  favor  ; 
theTC  is  no  faying  where  we  are  to  (lop. 
At  firft  the  mere  belief  of  chriltianity 
may  be  thought  fufficient :  but  by  and  by, 
the  nature  and  tendency  of  particular 
systems  of  chriltianity  will  be  examined 
into,  andon  every  man's  difcovcring  or 
imagining  that  he  has  discovered,  in  the 
prim  iplesofhis  opponent  fomething,  fob* 
verfiveofthe  vital  influence  cf  the  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  faints;  he  will  re- 
gard the  profefiion  of  hi*  own  particular 
creed,  as  equally  nfctffary  with  that  of 
revelation  in  general, — and  the  catholic, 
the  proteftant,  the  prefoyterian  and  the 
baptift,  will  each  coniidcr  the  dogmas  of 
his  own  church,as  affording  the  only  genu- 
ine fecurity  for  a  patriotic  difcharge  of 
public  duties.  I  know  not  to  how  great  a 
degree  of  nicety  Philan  :nay  already  have 
carried  his  ideas  on  this  i'ubject ; — but 
doubt  not,  there  are  many,  who,  if  Mr. 
Adams  really  be  as  he  has  been  reputed  ; 
an  unitarian  chriitian,  would  have  ob- 
jections to  him  no  lefs  infurmountable, 
«^an  thofe  which  they  have  to  Mr.  Jef- 
ferfon.  I  am  not  indeed  informed,  wl:  it 
mav  p*ecifely  be  the  fentiments  of  Mr. 
Tefferfon  :  — but  if  he  be,  as  Philan  re- 
prefents  him,  a  deist  ;  the  probability 
certainly  is,  that  be  does  confider  himfelf 
as  "accountable  to  the  fupreme  governor 
bnth  of  heaven  and  earth.."  Tliat  juft  & 
fublime  idea$  of  moral  duty  and  of  the 
greatGod,  have  been  entertained  by  deilts 
mult  be  known  to  every  one  who  is  con- 
v<  rfant  with  the  writings  of  Chubb,  and 
Tindal,  and  Shaftfbury  and  others, — who 
without  acknowledging  tiie  divinity  of 
revelation,  have  at  the  fame  time  perhaps 
Seen  materially  indebted  to  it  for  much 
of  what  is  valuable  in  their  theolog'cal 
I  (peculat ions.

A  limited  n  orarcby,  therefore,  ef- 
pecially,  when  lin.:tted  by  two  indepen- 
dent branches,  an  arifi'ecratical  and  a 
democrrtical  power  , in  the  conilitution, 
may  with  s'.viCl  propriety  be  caLcd  b>  that 
«<f,vzf."|  So  much  for  Mr.  Adams'  re- 
publicanifm.  As  to  his  "  moderation  and 
coolnefs,"  winch  Philan  very  properly  re- 
gards as  qualifications  necefiarj  for  a  pre- 
lident ;  we  fhould  be  enatded  to  appieci- 
ate  them  rightly,  if  we  were  to  recur  to 
his  anfwers  to  the  numerous  addrefles 
lately  p relented  to  him,  not  to  fpeak  of 
his  cflii  iu^  communications  to  Congrefs, 
which  (if  we  except  the  firft)  hav«  difco- 
v  crv-J  very  little  of  that  fpi.  il  f  f  modera- 
tion which  merits  the  appldufe  of  his 
fellow-citizens. 

Mr.  Jefferfon,  on  the  other  band,  has 
uniformly  borne  a  different  1  haracler.  E- 
ven  Philan,  fpeaks  of  it  withapprobation. 
Calumny  he/felf  indeed  has  never,  that  I 
recollect,  called  in  queflion  his  patrio- 
tifm,  his  love  of  liberty,  bis  republican- 
ifm,  his  iiitcg-ity,  or  the  equanimity  aFfd 
moderation  of  bis  temprr.  He  was  edu- 
cated a  member  of  the  church  of  England, 
but  was  an  early  advocate  for  the  religi- 
ous rights  and  liberties  of  the  dilTenttrs 
from  that  church,  and  in  his  Notes  on 
Virginia,  has  mofi  eloquently  and  mod 
forcibly  pleaded  In  favor  of  the  removal 
of  every  reftraint  on  the  freedom  of  opini- 
on and  of  confeience.

I  fliould  not  have  trefpaiT.-d  fo  much  on 
you,  Mr.  printer,  had  I  not  viewed  the 
fubject  as  of  confiderable  importance.  It 
involves,  I  think  the  honor  of  religion,  as 
well  as  the  intereftsof  civil  liberty.  For 
my  own  part  I  am  a  chridian,!  fpeak  of 
fpeculation  merely,  for  as  to  the  fpirit 
and  practice,  few  of  us,  alas!  have  much 
to  be-aft  I  am  in  principle  a  chriitian,— 
and  I  am  forry  when  I  fee  any  occaiion 
given  for  a  reflection  which  unbelievers 
are  alwr.ys  ready  to  cat  on  their  op- 
ponents, that  they  are  narrow-minded  & 
intolerant,  and  perpetually  ftriving  to 
f;:pport  their  caufe  by  the  terrors  or  the 
allurements  of  the  world.  It  is  indeed 
too  true  :  but  the  error  I  am  perfuaded 
is  not  in  the  fyftem,  but  in  the  men.  The 
chriftians  of  Kentucky,  I  hope  will  give 
it  no  countenance.

men*  The  bloodihed  was  terrible,  parti- 
cularly among  the  Turkifh  infantry  ;  ve- 
rv  few  efcaped  ;  the  cavalry  were  lefs 
unfortunate,  having  effected  their  efcape 
by  fleeing  to  the  camp  of  Off  nan  Pacha, 
the  Kiuga,  or  lieutenant  of  the  grand  Vi- 


zier, who  Toon  after  tnar.-hed  to  Cairo 

with  a  ftrong  body  of  troops,  where  he 
mVflac're'd  feveral  thousand  French,  a- 
morv;  wiiom  we're  their  learned  men  'and 
members  of  the  national  ^nftitute.  Thefe 
accounts  were  communicated  by  the  Tur- 
kifh ambafiador  to  the  Foreign  mimfters. 
It  is  added,  that  Murad  Bey  had  attacked 
and  pot  to  the  fword  a  divition  of  th«

all  the  ports  cf  the  bouthern  Departments 
of  St.  Domingo  in  a  itate  of  blockade, 
that  is,  from  the  ports  of  Miragoane  and 
Acquin,  to  and  comprehending  thofe  oi 
Quiberoi)  and  Jeremie. 

We  folicit  all  American,  Spanifh,  and 
French  (hips  of  war,  and  all  others  of  our 
allies  to  capture  every  velTel  entering  or 
going  out  of  thefe  ports,  of  whatever  na- 
tion they  may  be,  promising  to  the  cap- 
tors the  amount  of  the  captures  after  they 
fhall  have  been  condemned.
